The silence at the Brown's 
Crossing pumping station in 
North Wilmington was deafening 
last weekend. For the first time 
since 1926, when the pumping 

there was no 


in good operating condition, 
just were not needed. 

The Town of Wilmington was 
getting its water from the new 
water treatment plant, down on 
Butters. Row. -In addition there 
was a rainfall of two and a 
quarter inches over the weekend, 
and consequently not much of a 
demand. 

That doesn’t mean that the 
town can now go on a wild orgy of 
watering every lawn and every 
garden, all day long. There are 
still things to be done at the new 
treatment planttn the next few 
months. For instance: 

The pump at the Chestnut 
Street well has to be replaced. 
There is a 100 horsepower pump 
at that well, down at the bottom of 
the shaft. It will have to be 
replaced with a 25 horsepower 


pump. ‘ 
No longer is water being 


ey - 
pumped dirfctly from the well to 
the standpipes. It will be pumped 
only to the Butters Row 
purification station, and a 
smaller pump is all that’s needed, 

To get the new pump in place 
will take some time. 

The same story goes for the 
Town Park pumping station. 
There a 50 horsepower pump will 
have to be replaced with a 25 
horsepower one. 

The Aldrich Road 
station, which was shit 
several yars ago because ae 
heavy concentrations of iron ore 
in the water, will remain shut 
down. The Shawsheen Avenue 
station, which has remained 
running, will continue. 

After the installation is com- 
plete at the treatment plant, the 
Shawshen Avenue well will be 
shut down for an overhaul. The 
same story goes for the Salem 
Street weil, up near the North 
Reading line. 

The Salem Street well has been 
a sort of work horse, for the past 
several years. It has been running 
24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. The basic iron ore, under 
this well, is becoming quite 
concentrated. 


When the Salem Street well is 
finally shut down there will be 
some months of non-use. The 
wellfield will undergo & good 
cleansing. At the present time, 
because of the iron..ore, it is 
supplying only 60 percent of its 
potential. 

The new treatment plant, the 
first of its kind in the nation, is 
now delivering water at a one 
million gallon per day (gpd) rate. 
It will eventually be capable of 
delivering three million gpd of 
good quality water, and in a real 
emergency it will be able to 
deliver four million gpd. But 
maybe the quality will not be 
quite as good at that rate. 

Alan Frazer, of the engineering 
firm of Weston .. Sampson, is the 
resident engineer, until the work 
is completed. He will probably be 
at the new treatment plant for the 
next two or three months. 

And, as a guess, the Wilmington 
Water and Sewer Department 
will be capable of delivering 
between 6.5 and 7.0 million gpd, in 
a few months. For a town where 
the maximum demand in the past 
has been about 5.5 million gpd, 
that ought to be comforting.

Creosote kills gypsy moth eggs 


Tommy Sullivan is a man who 
can talk a lot about the little furry 
monsters that have been making 
life miserable for many in the 
past few weeks. Sullivan is the 
tree warden of Wilmington. 

He went to work for the 
Wilmington Moth and Tree 
Department 35 years ago. The 
pay wasn’t much, but it was & job. 

He was given a 16 foot bamboo 
pole, with 2 small paint brush on 
the end, and a small bucket of 
creosote, Creosote is a black, 
gooey substance that smells like - 
well, creosote. It is a preser- 
vative. It is used for instance to 


Chestnut Street in Wilmington, 
and told to go into the area bet- 
ween that street and the old 
Middlesex Canal, and to paint ouf 
every gypsy moth egg nest he 
could find. A couple of months 
later he was still painting out 
those egg nests. 

A little dab of creosote killed all 
the eggs. And that's what he did. 
Tommy figures he killed over 95 
percent of the moth eggs, in that 
particular area. 

‘That was back in the days when 
world War II was just ending. 
‘There was a new something, from 
that war. It was called DDT. 


‘Troops of thee hifth Army, 
‘nad used DDT in Naples, Italy, to 

kill body lice on the Italian 
children. Now DDT was being 
used all over the world, to kill 
various insects. 

No one understood the lethal 
possibilities of DDT. It had been 
approved for use by the US Army. 
It took some years, and the work 
of such persons as Rachel Carson 
to let the world understand that 
there were dangers in such an 
insecticide. 

meanwhile, in Massachusetts, 
DDT was being sprayed from 
airplanes, for the purpose of 
killing the gypsy moth cater- 
pillar. It accomplished wonders. 

Not only. caterpillars, but 
mosquitoes too - and honey bees. 
All were victims of the spray 
from on high. 

Finally the use of DDT was 
stopped. 

The gypsy moth has been 
staging a comeback, over the 
recent years. This spring it 
achieved, from its viewpoint, 
success Thousands and 
thousands of acres of foliage were 
eaten by the little furry monsters. 

In some places there has been a 
spraying of trees, to kill the 
caterpillars, In other com- 
munities people objected. 

North Reading sprayed. The 
Tewksbury Board of Health did 
not, after finding out the price. It

was to be $80,000. 

In Wilmington Tommy is now 
te superintendent of the Tree 
Department. He has a truck that 
sprays from the roadside. It uses 
a mixture of malathion and sevin. 
The gypsy moth caterpillars, and 
the mosquitoes are killed by the 
spraying. 

‘The mixture is said to become 
inert after a few days exposure. 

Tommy, however, _ still 


remembers how he used to paint 
out the caterpillar nests, high in 
the trees. Itisn’t the way to get all 
the caterpillar eggs, he admits, 
but boy, does it get a lot of them. 

One problem, among several, is 
that it is now impossible to get 
long bamboo poles, to use with a 
little old paint brush. There just 
aren't any, any more. 

Tommy has one. He is saving it, 
for old time's sake.

According to Newman the 
program will have its own ad- 
ministrative staff and will func- 
tion separatly from any other 
town department.

Bankruptcy for you and me 


By D.K. Plot 


Bankruptcy: ‘complete failure; ruin" 
(Webster's New World Dictionary) 

A few decades ago, most Americans 
would have gone to almost any lengths to 
avoid the state described above. 

Today, thousands are willingly em- 
bracing bankruptcy, and a federal law 
passed in 1978 is encouraging them to do 
50. In the: process, the meaning of the 
word “bankrupt” is being redefined. For 
example 

—A New York resident used the law to 
declare bankruptcy, thus discharging an 
$800 debt by paying only $300. The fact 
that the individual had a steady job was 
no impediment. 

—An individual in Colorado, taking 
home $1,300 a month in income, filed for 
bankruptcy to eliminate $1,338 of debts. 

~A California couple declared bank- 
tuptey so they coukl save up enough 
money to buy a house. They eliminated 
debts consisting of loans taken out over 16 
years of education. 

Lawyers say that under provisions of 
the US Bankruptcy Reform Act of 1978 
individuals can discharge all debts except 
for alimony and child support. Couples 
filing jointly can shield about $35,000 
worth of property before assets are used 
to pay off creditors. 

“T don't think Congress envisioned 
using bankruptcy as a financial planning

tool, but that’s what is occurring,” says 
Larry Young, assistant counsel for 
Beneficial Finance, a nationwide loan 
firm. “The law (favors) the people who 
would abuse it.” 

The act, which became effective Oct. 1, 
1979, was the second major revision of the 
Bankruptcy Act of 1898, The first was in 
1938. 

During the first 12 months of the new 
act, personal bankruptcies jumped 75 
percent, according to a recent study by 
Brimmer & Co. Inc., an economic and 
financial consulting firm headed by 
Andrew F. Brimmer, a former member of 
the Federal Reserve Board. 

“While many forces are at work in 
causing bankruptcies to rise - among 
them unemployment, the recession, and 
inflation - bankruptey filings are in excess 
of what one would expect on the basis of 
historical experience," Mr. Brimmer 
says, 

About 151,000 of the 397,958 Americans 
who went bankrupt last year did so 
because of the more liberal provisions of 
the new federal bankruptcy code, he says. 

Brimmer, who based his study on 6,000 
bankruptcy cases, says the majority of 
people going bankrupt are middle-class or 
working-class people. The median annual 
income of bankrupts in 1980 was $13,163; 
the median debt was $12,068. Fifty-seven 
percent of the bankrupts were 30 years old 
or younger.

One typical bankruptey case, he says, 
involved a customer who purchased a 
$2,000 home video recorder on installment 
credit. In the first year, the purchaser 
paid back only $200. Although the mer- 
chant was willing to take back the equip- 
ment, the customer filed a bankruptcy 
petition When the case came up, the 
judge ordered the buyer, who wanted to 
keep the video recorder, to pay the 
merchant $650, the depreciated cost of the 
equipment. As a result, the merchant was 
out $1,150. 

Credit granters - among them J. C. 
Penney stores, Sears Roebuck & Co:, the 
National Automobile Dealers Association, 
Mobil Oil Corporation, and the General 
Electric Credit Corporation - say the rise 
in personal bankruptcies resulted in in- 
dustry losses exceeding an estimated $3 
billion last year. Losses for 1981 could 
amount to more than $7 billion, they say. 

Meanwhile, lenders must absorb or pass 
on to other, customers the debts of the 
bankrupts. For many creditors, losses 
increased two to three times in the first 
year of the new law. Sears is a case in 
point. In its year ending Jan. 31, 1980, 
Sears lost $20 million due to customer 
bankruptcies. During the next year, the 
company lost $46 million - about a 120 
percent increase. 

Sears now more closely monitors new 
credit accounts. Says Randolf Aires, 
Sears vice-president for governmental 


affairs, “The jump in our losses is due to 
the new bankruptcy law. There’s no 
stigma attached to filing for bankruptcy 
anymore. People don't think there are any 
consequences.”’ 


{Critics say the sections of the new code 
that are being abused are Chapter 7, 
which provides for liquidation of a deb- 
tor’s eligible assets and distribution of the 
proceeds to creditors, and Chapter 13, 
which provides for ‘a court-approved 
repayment plan for individuals without 
liquidation of their assets 

In response to the increasing bankrupt- 
cles,22 states have rejected the liberal 
federal property exemptions under 
Chapter 7 of the bankruptcy code. The 
federal law gives states this option. 

Arizona, Florida, Illinois, South Dakota, 
Virginia, Georgia, Kansas, and Ohio have 
passed legislation and now recognize only 
their more stringent state exemptions. 
Several other states expect to do the 
same. 

Sen. Bob Dole (R) of Kansas, chairman 
of the Senate Finance Committee, has 
filed a bill to stop bankruptcy abuses. Its 
chances of enactment are considered 
good. Under this legislation, debtors 
would not be able to declare bankruptcy 
and pay nothing to creditors

This program provides a means 
for protecting unique examples of the 
countryside: field and forest, a colonial 
farmhouse, precious areas brimming with 
endangered flora and fauna, It is a living 
museum, really, that is the property of all 
the people in the Commonwealth.” 

The creation of The Trustees of 
Reservations just before the turn of the 
century is an interesting story in itself, 
notes Gordon Abbott, Jr., executive 
director. of the organization, and came 
about largely as a result of the efforts of 
Chatles Eliot, a young Massachusetts 
landscape architect concerned with the 
dramatic changes that were occuring all 
around him 

Eliot feared that rapid development 
would forever destroy “‘several bits of 
scenery which possess uncommon beauty 
and unusual refreshing power” in the 
Commonwealth. And in a letter every bit 
as relevant today as it was when it was 
written in 1890, he urged creation of “an 
incorporated association composed of 
citizens and empowered by the state to 
hold small and well-distributed parcels of 
land free of taxes, just as the public 
library holds books ‘and the art museum

later — of spinal meningitis at age 36, but 
not before the Massachusetts General 
Court fulfilled Eliot's dream and created 
The Trustees of Reservations in 1891, the 
oldest private agency in the country 
dedicated to conserving beautiful and 
historic places and the model for such 
internationally important organizations 
as the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation here in America and the 
National Trust for Places of Historic 
Interest or Natural Beauty in England. 
Private is an important word when 
discussing the organization. For although 
it is chartered by an act of the State 
Legislature, The Trustees of Reservations 
is @ non-profit group, independent of 
government, that relies on public support 
to carry out its work. Currently, there are 
2,400 members, and anyone may join

What happened to S.S. check? 


Every month people come into the 
Social Security office with the question, 
“What happened to my check?” They 
usually find out that it is something they 
have either done or neglected to do that 
has caused their checks to stop, 

‘The mast, comon cause of failure to 
receive a Social Security or SSI check is 
failure to report a change of address to 
Social Security. Some people think it's 
enough to report the change of address to 
the post office. However, the post office 
will forward mail to a new address for a 
year only. After that they will send the 
‘check back to Treasury. 

It takes several days to review the 
record to see what caused a check to stop. 
If it looks as if the check has actually been 
sent, the Treasury Department will 


determine if the check has been returned, 
and if it has, a new check will be sent. If 
the Treasury Department finds that the 
check has not been returned, it will put a 
stop order on it and transfer the matter to 
its Washington, D.C. office to determine if 
the check has been cashed. If it has not 
been cashed, Treasury will send a new 
check immediately. 

‘The best action you can take to assure 
that your check will keep coming is to 
make sure you report any change of 
address and other information that could 
affect your check or payment status. 

If you have any questions about what 
should be reported or what might affect 
your check, call any Social Security of- 
fice. The Malden office is located at 200

Movie Review 


MacNicol brings just the rignt amount 
of boyish naivete and young man's 
bravado to his role as a magician who 
has suddenly come into a magical power 
he doesn't quite understand or know how 
to control. Clarke manages to be demure 
and charming as a newly liberated 
woman and bold and fearless as a 
woman who long disguised herself as a 
male. 

I'm not afraid Remember, | used to 
be a man,” she tells MacNicol as the 
pair cautiously enters the dragon's lair 
near the end of the film. (It is only one of 
several “liberated” quips which work 
quite well in this story of the dark ages.) 

The film begins in a low key, even 
humourous, manner and gradual!y 
builds up to intense moments of con:

flame-throwing dragon and its would-be 
victims. (For parents who like to have 
an idea of what they may or may not let 
their kids see, there is one brief flash of 


nudity and several graphic and 
gruesome scenes as a handful of baby 
dragons gobble down the still warm 
flesh of one of the sacrificed virgins - 
something most kids can handle better 
than their parents.) 

The special effects are well done and 
blend into the film so nicely they are 
often taken for granted, such as one 
scene when Galen walks along a forest 
floor balancing a spinning egg about ten 
inches above the palms of his hands as 
he practices his newly acquired magical 
skills. 

John Hallam (Lord Tyrian in the film) 
is villianous to smooth perfection as the 
King’s hatchet man and most of the 
other roles are filled with equal aplomb. 

But the dragon overwhelms most of 
the human actors and it is not hard to 
believe $4 million was spent to make it 
as real as possible, from the pitiful

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My Fair Lady a classic treat for theatre goers

I've grown accustomed to this play. 


Ever,since I first saw the movie 
version of Lerner and Lowe's “My Fair 
Lady," I've enjoyed the story, the songs, 
but most especially, the acting of the 
one-and-only Rex Harrison as Professor 
Henry Higgins.

be a refined lady. It is also the story of 
the relationship between teacher and 
student, and how the two grow closer as 
the lessons get tougher. 

But no matter how often the story is 
told, it will always be worth seeing if 
someone as gifted as Harrison continues 
toplay the lead role 

Harrison is so comfortable in this, the 
role he created, that he does it as if he 
were stepping into a pair of familiar and 
comfortable old slippers. His every 
movement is honed to creating the most 
of each moment, even though it appears 
he is casual onstage. 

Harrison would make this a play 
worth seeing even if the rest of the ac- 
tors were terrible. The fact that they 
aren't, however, seems to indicate that 


this production of Don Gregory and 
Mike Merrick will make as big a splash 
on Broadway (where it is headed next) 
as it should here * 

Although they were able to get 
Harrison and 93-year-old Cathleen 
Nesbitt (as Mrs. Higgins) to play the 
roles they created, the producers 
weren't so fortunate about getting the 
original Eliza Doolittle, Julie Andrews 
or even the movie version, Audrey 
Hepburn. However, the new Eliza is a 
quite talented, very pretty, young lady 
named Cheryl Kennedy. 

Kennedy makes her American stage 
debut in “My Fair Lady.” She is fast 
becoming one of Britain's rising young 
stars; it’s easy to see why. Her voice is 
lovely, and she carries off the tran- 
sformation between lowly “guttersnipe” 


Miles Davis: 'The Legend is Back"

“The Legend is Back,” read the sign 


high above Kix Disco last weekend, as _ 


hundreds of jazz fans lined up to hear 
trumpeter Miles Davis 

Once the music got underway, though, 
it quickly became apparent that while 
“The Legend” may be back, his music is 
no longer even remotely legendary 

‘The 55-year-old Davis, who has been in 
the forefront of every jazz innovation 
from bebop in the 1940s, to cool in the 
"50, to modal playing in the late '50s and 
early '60s to jazz-rock fusion in the '70s, 
is still stuck in the same funk groove 
he's been mired in since 1974's Get Up 
With It album 

The only difference is that the music is 
harsher and more slashing than is used 
to be, and Davis himself is more 
detached than ever - occasionally 
spewing out a few notes on his trumpet 
or banging out a chord or two on his 
Fender Rhode¢ electric piano, but 
mostly just standing around and 
listening to what he has wrought 

Last weekend's performances by 
Davis and his new band of young 
musicians were a major event in the 
jazz world - Davis, who has suffered 
from serious injuries suffered in a car 
accident and pneumonia the past few 
years, had not performed anywhere 
Since 1976,

I first saw Davis in 1974 at the late 
lamented Paul's Mall. That was an 
abysmal show because of the leader's 
apparent lack of interest, After a five- 
year layoff, | thought, he should be more 
energized. Well, at Saturday's early 
show, he was - alittle 

But he showed une same lack of 
respect for his fans that has been his 
hallmark for years. His new material 
was undistinguished and his band was 
far too loud for anyone to figure out what 
was going on 

‘The first show was supposed to open at 
8 p.m., but Miles and Co. didn't start 
making their way to the stage until 9. 

Miles, still suffering from his injuries, 
limped to the stage wearing a white 
flight suit and a blue golf cap. The cap 
was particularly appropriate, because if 
he had left in the middle of the show to 
play a few rounds, it is unlikely anyone 
would have noticed. 

Once everyone had mounted the stage. 
Miles sat himself down in front of his 
piano, gave a few hand signals and it 


began: an indescribably harsh, grating. Reading's Chris Glionna, who is usually on the other side of the 
loud jazz-funk piece.

For the first half hour, the music was 


simply louder than I have ever heard 
anywhere. Miles played a few short, 
meaningless bursts on trumpet, bending 
over at a 90-degree angle at the waist to 
blow into a microphone six inches off the 
floor - an idiocyneracy he has made 
indelibly his over the past decade 

It quickly became apparent, though, 
that Davis had some top-notch 
musicians in his racially integrated 
band. Drummer Al Foster, the only 
holdover from previous Davis bands, 
and electric bassist Marcus Miller did a 
rock-solid job in holding down the beat. 
but the real star of the evening was 
guitarist Mike Stern of Boston. 

Stern played a roaring lead guitar, 
cutting through the smoke-filled room 
with lightning-fast, single-note solos that 
were both jazz- and rock-based. When it 
was time to stand back and let the 
spotlight shine on someone else, he was 
capable of playing a complex, super: 
funky, chunky rhythm guitar during fast 
passages, and exotic chord arpeggios 
during the rare soft, slow passages. 

Miles had some awesome guitarists in 
his old bands, such as George Benson 


and John McLaughlin. But Stern would 


‘appear to be a worthy successor. 
Of the remainder of his sextet, 
soprano saxophonist Bill Evans was 
technically adept, but really no match 
for Miles’s old reed players, such as 
John Coltrane, Julian “Cannonball” 
Adderley and Wayne Shorter; and 
percussionist Mino (Dominique Cinelu) 


beat the congas loudly and rapidly, but 
really added nothing original 
After the first half hour, without 


pausing, Miles took things down a little. 
The band remained funky and loud, but 
the harshness was gone, and it was 
possible for the Kix patrons to actually 
hear what was happening. 

There were even a few quiet passages, 
although the humming of the amps 
detracted trom those moments 

Miles just wouldn't redeem himself, 
even though the crowd desperately 
wanted him to, Every time he put three 
coherent notes together, he was wildly 
applauded. But he kept looking at his 
trumpet as if something were wrong 
with it, every so often blawing a few 
quick, high-register bursts

By the time the show ended, an hour 
and 20 minutes after it had begun, Miles 
had played a total of perhaps 10 minutes 
The standing ovation was short and 
perfunctory, and one inebriated patron 
Suggested loudly that no one leave until 
Miles granted an encore. 

Those more familiar with the Davis 
personality, though, knew an encore was 
about as likely to happen as the 
resurrection of Louis Armstrong, and 
quickly headed for the door. The rest 
soon followed 

When it was over, the fans had gotten 
a chance to hear some first-rate guitar 
solos and an excellent band 

But it really wasn't what everyone had 
paid $12.50 apiece.to hear. I know I left 
wishing I was old’enough to have heard 
him perform 20 years ago 

In one sense, Miles showed more sense 
than many aging jazz stars, who un- 
successfully attempt to recapture the 
Past. Miles, never one to look back, 
didn’t even try

‘Two of the cardinal rules 
or shooting safety at a gun 
lub are: always to keep 
jun muzzles pointed in a 
afe direction and always 
keep shotguns unloaded 
vith the action open until it 
8 your turn and you are in 
rosition to shoot. 
Occasionally, @ gun will 
nisfire. When that hap- 
ens, the shooter should 
cep the gun pointed in a 
safe direction, wait 30 
seconds, open the action 
and unload. A shooter 
should never leave a 
station with a loaded gun. 
It is also a good idea to 
unload the gun if there is a 
malfunction at the 
traphouse which delays 
shooting. 

Changing stations at 
skeet or trap also requires 
considerations for safety.
